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EIGHTH LEADER OF SCHOOL DISTRICT SUCCEEDS ALEXIS SEYMORE

The eighth superintendent of the 
Dawson Springs Independent School 
District was named Monday when the 
board of education voted three to two 
to hire Charles Proffitt to succeed cur¬ 
rent superintendent Alexis Seymore. 

Proffitt, who has worked in the dis¬ 
trict since 2006, spent the previous 17 
1/2 years in the classroom, primarily 
in Muhlenberg County, where he was 
a K-12 music teacher, band director 
and arts and humanities teacher. Since 
being hired at Dawson Springs, he has 
served the district in numerous capaci¬ 
ties including director of pupil person¬ 
nel, district assessment coordinator and 
federal programs coordinator. He has 
also facilitated the Title I program, 
textbooks and ESS. In 2011 he was 
named assistant superintendent. 

“I’ve been thrilled with the oppor¬

tunities here,” Proffitt said, adding that 
he has gained insight into many areas. 
The greatest lesson he has learned 
during his six years here, he said, is 
to listen and to be compassionate with 
people. 

In spite of the economic woes 
school districts everywhere are expe¬ 
riencing, Proffitt feels very confident 
about handling the financial situation. 
He has worked with board treasurer 
Jenny Bruce to give students what 
they need to be successful with the 
funds available. 

Proffitt said even though he has 
worked in the system for some time 
there will still be a certain amount 
of getting to know people in his new 
role. He wants to assure the staff and 
the community that he will continue 
to do what is best for the students. 

“I didn’t accept the position with 
any kind of agenda except to continue 
our successes and to keep our school 


system in the positive light that it has 
always been in,” he said. 

Proffitt plans to move to Dawson 
Springs right away and expects to 
begin his house hunt today (Thurs¬ 
day). He has set a goal of moving 
to Dawson Springs by mid-July. His 
family will follow later. 

“I’m just extremely honored to be 
selected and to follow after Alexis 
(Seymore),” Proffitt said. “She has 
done some wonderful work for our 
district, and I look forward to continu¬ 
ing that.” 

Board members Vicki Allen, Karla 
Mitchell and Tracy Overby voted in 
favor of hiring Proffitt at Monday’s 
meeting. The dissenting votes were 
Earl Menser and board chairman 
Chris Smiley. An executive session 
will be held following the regular 
board meeting June 25 to work out 
the details of the superintendent’s 
contract.

SOME RAISES FOR CITY WORKERS 

New Budget Proposal 
Presented To Council

Mayor Jenny Sewell pre¬ 
sented her 2012-2013 budget 
message along with the bud¬ 
get proposal for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1 to city council 
members at Monday night’s 
meeting. A special called meet¬ 
ing will take place next Monday 
at 6:30 p.m. for a second read¬ 
ing of the budget ordinance. 

The proposed budget for 
2012-2013 is $14,560 less than 
the current fiscal year. How¬ 
ever, it includes an increase 
in wages for hourly workers. 
The average increase in the 
police department will be $1.43 
per hour. The street department 
will receive an additional $1 


per hour. 

Sewell said the pay increase 
will “help our workers pay bills 
and bring us more in line with 
our neighbors.” 

The proposed 2012-2013 
budget totals $1,460,750. The 
cash balance on hand at the end 
of FY 2011-2012 is approxi¬ 
mately $200,000. 

The council also held a first 
reading of a budget amendment 
for 2011-2012. The ordinance 
will increase the budget rev¬ 
enue under General Fund — 
Other Unappropriated Funds 
by $162,200. This reflects 
grant monies received in excess 
of the originally budgeted 
amount. General Fund budget 
expenditures will increase by 
an equal amount — General 


Government by $136,600 and 
Fire Department by $25,600 — 
for grant expenses during the 
fiscal year. A second reading on 
the amendment will take place 
at next week’s meeting. 

In other new business, coun¬ 
cil members voted to approve 
the Municipal Road Aid con¬ 
tract. The city will receive 
approximately the same amount 
for maintaining streets as in the 
past several years. Sewell com¬ 
mented that costs have doubled 
while funding has remained the 
same. 

“In applying this, we need 
to determine where it is needed 
most,” she said. 

Ron Hensley spoke to the

Three Arrested, Charged With Concession Stand Burglaries 


One adult and two juveniles, all 
of Slaughters, have been charged in 
connection with multiple concession 
stand burglaries in Hopkins and Web¬ 
ster counties. 

According to the Hopkins County 
Sheriff’s Department, Deputy Scott 
Troutman received a complaint of a 
burglary at the Hanson Hunter Field 
concession stand June 11. The per¬ 


petrators had stolen more than $500 
worth of candy and beverages. A lead 
developed the next day, and some 
of the stolen property was located in 
Hopkins and Webster counties. 

As a result of that investigation, 
Cameron Clark, 23, was charged with 
five counts of third-degree burglary 
and five counts of second-degree 
unlawful transaction with a minor. A 


17-year-old male was charged with 
five counts of third-degree burglary, 
and a 16-year-old male was charged 
with four counts of third-degree bur¬ 
glary. 

On June 12, Patrolman Leslie 
Gregory of the Madisonville Police 
Department responded to a burglary 
of the concession stand at the YAA 
Sports Complex. A few moments 


later, Detective Leighann Leavell of 
the Madisonville Police Department 
was called out to investigate a similar 
burglary that occurred at the Elmer 
Kelley Stadium. 

The Dawson Springs Police 
Department received a report of a 
burglary at the municipal park conces¬ 
sion stand June 12. Candy, drinks and 
food items were taken, but the exact 


value was not known at press time. A 
small quantity of the stolen items has 
been recovered. 

The Sebree Police Department also 
received a complaint of a burglary at 
the concession stand in that jurisdic¬ 
tion.

Bring Your Own Device Policy, 
New Course Offerings Approved

At its final meeting of the 
2011-2012 school year, the 
Dawson Springs Junior-Senior 
High SBDM Council approved 
a second reading of a Bring Your 
Own Device policy. The policy 
will allow students to access the 
school network with their own 
electronic devices for educa¬ 
tional purposes. Teacher repre¬ 
sentative Christian Klaas sug¬ 
gested notifying students of the 
approval during the summer so 
they can complete requirements 
for the online driver’s license. 
BYOD will be in effect when 
school starts in August, subject 
to having the online license. 

Two new course offerings 
for 2012-2013 received final 
approval. AP European stud¬ 
ies and Web design/entrepre¬ 
neurship were approved after 


course descriptions were pre¬ 
sented to the council. 

In other curriculum chang¬ 
es, the council also approved 
no longer offering Spanish I for 
eighth graders. It will now be 
strictly a high school course. 

The end-of-course exams 
required by the new state testing 
system will increase in weight 
over the next two school years. 
In 2011-2012, the exams made 
up 10 percent of the overall 
grade in the class. In 2012-13 
that percentage will increase to 
15 percent and in 2013-14 to 20 
percent, the number suggested 
by the Kentucky Department of 
Education. 

Other policy updates include 
a second reading and approval 
of revisions to the Extracurricu¬ 
lar Activity Attendance Policy. 
Minor changes were made to 
state that anyone attending the 
annual prom must be in at least 


the ninth grade and no older 
than 20 years of age. Guests 
must show a diploma and proof 
of age prior to the event. 

A first reading was held of 
the program review process 
which stipulates how collect¬ 
ing evidence, analyzing data 
and evaluating standards for 
arts and humanities, writing, 
and practical living and career 
studies will be carried out. The 
program review is part of the 
new state mandated testing. 

The budget report indicated 
all but $9.80 of the council’s 
allocation for 2011-2012 has 
been spent or encumbered. 
However, Principal Terry 
Hayes believes the money has 
been used wisely, especially 
since the amount received was 
cut by $11,000. 

“I think we’ve done a good

Eleven Die In 11 Crashes 
On State Roads Last Week 


Eleven people died in 11 
separate crashes on Kentucky 
roads from June 11 through 
June 17. 

Seven of the fatalities 
involved motor vehicles. Four 
of the victims were not wearing 
seat belts. 

Single-fatality crashes 
occurred in Boone, Hardin, 
Jefferson, Laurel, Letcher, 
McCracken and Warren coun¬ 
ties. The crashes in Letcher and 
McCracken counties involved 
the suspected use of alcohol. 

Four motorcycle fatalities 
occurred in Fayette, Jefferson 
(2) and Perry counties. 

Through June 17, prelimi¬ 
nary statistics indicate 337 


people have lost their lives on 
Kentucky roads during 2012. 
This is 44 more fatalities than 
reported for the same time peri¬ 
od in 2011. 

Of 278 motor vehicle fatali¬ 
ties, 158 victims were not wear¬ 
ing seat belts. Thirty-two of 
those crashes involved commer¬ 
cial motor vehicles. Thirty-one 
crashes involved motorcycles, 
and 16 of the victims were not 
wearing helmets. Three crashes 
involved ATVs, and two vic¬ 
tims were not wearing helmets. 
Twenty-four pedestrians and 
one bicyclist have died. Fifty- 
eight deaths have resulted from 
crashes involving the suspected 
use of alcohol.

Motorists throughout the 
state may do a double-take this 
summer as the Kentucky State 
Police begin rolling out new 
cruisers with an updated look. 
The agency is transitioning 
from the Ford Crown victoria, 
which is no longer being manu¬ 
factured, to the 2012 Chevrolet 
Caprice Police Patrol Vehicle. 

KSP recently purchased 125 
of the vehicles — 100 in tra¬ 
ditional gray and 25 in tan for 
use by its Commercial Vehicle 
Enforcement Division — to 
begin replacing its aging fleet 
of 2004-2010 model Fords. 

“Our current fleet is sub¬ 
ject to a rigorous maintenance 
schedule designed to extend the 
working life of each vehicle as 
much as possible,” said KSP 
commissioner Rodney Brewer. 
“However, law enforcement 


applications are extremely hard 
on vehicles. To ensure that our 
officers can continue to respond 
to public needs in a safe and 
effective way, we’ll be updat¬ 
ing our fleet on a soft conver¬ 
sion basis as current vehicles 
wear out beyond repair and as 
funding becomes available.” 

The Caprice PPV is a full- 
size, rear-wheel drive sedan 
developed exclusively for the 
U.S. law enforcement mar¬ 
ket. It features a six liter, 355 
horsepower, V-8 engine that 
provides the high performance 
needed to meet all the agency’s 
patrol needs.

Ford Reopens Revamped 
Louisville Assembly Plant 


Gov. Steve Beshear and Lt. 
Gov. Jerry Abramson joined 
officials to unveil a reopened 
and revamped Ford Louis¬ 
ville Assembly Plant (LAP), 
which is producing the 2013 
Ford Escape. Ford is ramp¬ 
ing up operations at the plant, 
which will employ approxi¬ 
mately 4,500 workers on three 
crews. 

“This is a day of celebration 
for Ford and the Common¬ 
wealth of Kentucky,” Beshear 
said. “Production of the new 
Escape not only means thou¬ 
sands of jobs for Kentuck¬ 
ians, it boosts our GDP, tax 
revenue, and raises the level 
of the commonwealth’s robust 
automotive industry, which is 
already one of the top five in 
the nation.” 

Beshear first announced in 
late 2010 that Ford would invest 
$600 million to transform LAP 
into the company’s most flex¬ 
ible high-volume plant in the 
world, resulting in a second 
shift and 1,800 new jobs at 
the plant. In fall 2011, Ford 
signed a new contract with the 
United Auto Workers Union, 
which brought a third shift and 
another 1,300 jobs to LAP. 

Now, the transformed plant 
has more than 20 miles of con¬ 
veyors, nearly 1,000 program¬ 
mable machines and robots, 
and has the flexibility and 
capability to produce six dif¬ 
ferent types of vehicles at the 
same time. 

“With thousands of workers 
here, it’s easy to see how Ford 
is a crucial part of Louisville’s 
economy, but Ford plays a 


major role in Kentucky’s over¬ 
all success as well,” Abram¬ 
son said. “The commonwealth 
ranked fifth in the country for 
light vehicle production last 
year, but that ranking is expect¬ 
ed to jump now that Ford is up 
and running here.” 

Kentucky is currently home 
to more than 440 automotive- 
related industries that employ 
more than 68,000 people. Addi¬ 
tionally, Kentucky ranks third 
highest in auto industry-related 
employment as a percent of 
total state employment among 
the top motor vehicle produc¬ 
ing states in the U.S. 

“Today marks a celebration 
of progress and transforma¬ 
tion,” said Mark Fields, Ford’s 
president of the Americas. 
“Louisville Assembly Plant’s 
reinvention illustrates how 
Ford is going further, con¬ 
tinuing to invest in American 
manufacturing and new jobs 
while delivering even more of 
the fuel-efficient vehicles that 
give customers true power of 
choice.” 

Ford’s tradition in Louis¬ 
ville dates back to 1913, when 
Henry Ford began manufactur¬ 
ing the Model T at a small shop 
on South Third Street. Now, 
in addition to LAP, Ford plans 
to invest $600 million at the 
Kentucky Truck Plant in Louis¬ 
ville, which employs more than 
4,000 people and manufactures 
the F-Series Super Duty line of 
trucks.

To Your Good Health

Suspicious Pap Smear Isn’t 
Death Sentence 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
Will you please say a few 
words about the prognosis and 
treatment of cervical cancer? 
My daughter, 45, was told at a 
recent checkup that she has a 
few cells of this kind, and she is 
reacting as if she has received a 
death sentence. Since it was 
caught early, should her out¬ 
look be more cheerful? — J.B. 

ANSWER: All women are 
indebted to Dr. George Papani¬ 
colaou, who developed the Pap 
smear for the early detection 
of cervical cancer. The cervix, 
by the way, is the necklike 
projection of the uterus into the 
vagina. It was the site for the 
most common cause of cancer 
death in women before the Pap 
smear came into wide use. That 
was in the early 1940s. Since 
then, deaths from cervical can¬ 
cer have been cut in half, with 
about 4,200 deaths occurring 
annually and 12,200 new cases 
detected each year. Most of the 
deaths are in women who did 
not have Pap smear testing. 

I’m not clear what you mean 
by “a few cells of this kind.” If 
the cells obtained on a smear 
show low-grade changes, a 
woman’s chances of having 
cervical cancer are close to 
zero. Follow-up smears are the 


only treatment needed. If the 
cells show high-grade chang¬ 
es, the doctor will perform a 
colposcopy. Colposcopy is an 
examination of the cervix with 
an instrument that has a magni¬ 
fying lens so suspicious areas 
can be readily seen and biop- 
sied. Results determine what 
the next steps should be. How¬ 
ever, at these stages — long 
before the cancer has spread 
— it is still quite curable. 

Your daughter can trust her 
doctor to take the appropriate 
steps depending on the results 
of her Pap test. She does not 
face a death sentence. If she 
has any questions about her 
diagnosis, she should call her 
doctor for an explanation of her 
test results. 

The booklet on cervical can¬ 
cer and Pap smears deals with 
these issues in detail. Readers 
can obtain a copy by writing:

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
My husband and I are both 
28. We have one child, a son. 
My husband felt a lump in his 
testicle and saw our family 


doctor. It turned out to be can¬ 
cer. He was operated on. The 
doctor discussed many things 
with us, but we never discussed 
the prognosis. 

We need to know: What’s 
the usual life span of someone 
who has had testicular cancer? 
- L.R. 

ANSWER: If your husband 
had a seminona, one of the 
common varieties of testicular 
cancer, and if it was in its early 
stages, your husband’s chances 
of living a long, full life are 
very high, over 95 percent. 

Your husband’s story is 
something that all young men 
should take to heart. Testicular 
cancer is a cancer of young 
men, most often males between 
the ages of 15 and 35. The 
earliest sign is a small, painless 
lump in the testicle.

Best Wishes To 
The New Super 


We enjoy sending kudos out 
to local groups and individuals 
for their accomplishments. This 
week kudos go to Charles Proffitt 
who was named Superintendent 
of Dawson Springs Independent 
School District by the board of 
education at Monday night’s 
meeting. The selection is contin¬ 
gent upon the two parties work¬ 
ing out a contract agreement. 

As supporters of our inde¬ 
pendent school district, we wish 
only for the best during Prof¬ 
fitt’s tenure as superintendent. 
If the new super is successful, 
then our beloved school will 
also be successful. But that 
means the reverse is also true, 
and we do not want that. 

The board commented during 
the short meeting about how good 
the applicants the screening com¬ 
mittee sent to them for consider¬ 
ation were. That is also good. 

We hope the community and 
the school community will get 
behind Proffitt and support him 
— at least during the so-called 
“honeymoon” portion of his 
tenure. What happens during 
that time will then determine 
the level of future support. 

One thing which will come 
with the new superintendent 
will be changes. This is inevi¬ 
table because anyone who takes 
the reins of a vessel will want to 
steer it on his or her own course, 
hopefully toward the desired 
destination. In this case that des¬ 
tination must be for the best ed¬ 
ucation we can possibly afford 
for the children in our school. 
A secondary goal — not too far 
below the first — is to remain an 
indenpendent school district. 

It’s disappointing the school 
board was split on the motion 
to offer the job to Proffitt. The 
vote was 3-2 along gender lines 
with Vicki Allen, Tracy Overby 
and Karla Mitchell voting in fa¬ 
vor and school board chairman 
Chris Smiley and Earl Menser 
in opposition. 

If there are teachers or other 
school personnel who hoped 
another applicant would get the 
job, the board may have made 
it easier for them not to support 
the new superintendent. The op- 
posers didn’t give them the ex¬ 
cuse not to support Proffitt; the 
thought may have been planted 
in their minds that if things don’t 
go the way they wish, then they 
will have an ear that may listen 
and agree with their complaints. 

At the same time it was dis¬ 
appointing for the board to be 
split, this newspaper has always 
wanted the process to be as open 
as possible, and at least now we 
know two board members ap¬ 
parently had other ideas. 

But that leads to another 
disappointment. Taxpayers and 
other school employees have 
no idea what the two board 
members were thinking as they 
opposed the hiring. Are they 
completely against Proffitt? 
Were they in favor of a different 
candidate? Were they trying to 
send some sort of message? 

We wish those two board 
members had told us why they 
cast opposing votes. 

At a little past 6 o’clock last 
night (Wednesday) it finally got 
here.

Cigarettes 
Are Killers 

Dear Editor, 

If a pregnant woman addict¬ 
ed to alcohol has a child born 
with fetal alcohol syndrome, 
she can be charged with a 
crime, and the infant will need 
medical treatment. The same 
applies to a pregnant woman 
addicted to cocaine or heroin. 
How about pregnant smokers? 


The National Collaborative 
Perinatal Project was a multi¬ 
site study that involved the 
observation and examination 
of more than 50,000 pregnant 
smokers through the first seven 
years of life. Participants for 
the NCPP study were enrolled 
between 1959 and 1966. 

In more recent years, anoth¬ 
er study followed the grown 
children of the pregnant smok¬ 
ers who had participated in 
the seven-year NCPP study. 
That study was done by Ste¬ 
phen Buka and colleagues of 
the Harvard School of Public 
Health and Human Develop¬ 
ment. That study found that 
offspring of pregnant smok¬ 
ers who tried cigarettes had 
significantly greater risk for 
progressing to nicotine depen¬ 
dence. Not only does this alter 
the brain of the fetus exposed 
to nicotine, but it is also asso¬ 
ciated with low birth weight, 
premature delivery and other 
medical emergencies such as 
miscarriage and post-delivery 
death. 

All good Christians believe 
that life begins at conception. 
The fetus is a viable human 
being. The law says that a per¬ 
son must be 18 years old to 
smoke. If a pregnant woman 
is smoking, isn’t she supply¬ 
ing nicotine to a human being 
under the age of 18? Should 
she be charged with a crime? 
That is certainly something to 
contemplate. If nothing else, 
it is certainly morally wrong 
to do it. 

Here is one more thing to 
think about. The fetus in a 
pregnant smoker has a 50 to 70 
percent higher chance of being 
born with a cleft lip or pal¬ 
ate. Eliminating smoking dur¬ 
ing pregnancy and afterwards 
remains a critical challenge for 
clinicians and for public health 
practitioners.

Morgantown Made 
Correct Choice 


We are glad that the Mor¬ 
gantown City Council decided 
to continue funding its police 
department as it has in the past, 
for many reasons. 

The city had at least consid¬ 
ered the idea of handing law 
enforcement control over to the 
Butler County Sheriff’s Office 
in an effort to save money. The 
idea was to eliminate the city 
police department in the pro¬ 
cess. 

We’re glad they didn’t. 

Governments at all levels are 
financially strapped, so it was 
prudent to look at this change 
in an effort to save money. 

The move could have saved 
Morgantown about $200,000 
annually. 

The savings would have 
come from the loss of the po¬ 
lice chief’s salary and reduced 
pensions liabilities for Morgan¬ 
town. 

The MPD has five officers, 
including one part-time officer 
and Chief Billy Phelps. The 
city budget for the police de¬ 
partment is $483,000. 

Butler County Sheriff Scot- 
tie Ward offered to supervise 
the city police function for 
about $280,000 annually, with 
the city buying a new police 
vehicle. 

While city officials in Mor¬ 
gantown deserve credit for 
creative thinking, we believe 
that they were wise not to go 
forward with the change, which 
would need much more thought 
and consideration before it was 
enacted. 

While saving taxpayer mon¬ 
ey is a positive to the city, there 
were several negatives to this 
proposal. 

First and foremost is public 
safety. The city police operate 
within city limits, whereas the 


sheriff’s department operates in 
the county, which encompasses 
a much greater area. 

For example, if an urgent 
call came in regarding a rob¬ 
bery, an assault or a serious ac¬ 
cident within city limits and the 
nearest sheriff’s deputy was in 
the county, that would be a ma¬ 
jor concern. The time it took a 
deputy to arrive could mean the 
difference between catching a 
robber, and in the case of a seri¬ 
ous accident or assault, it could 
mean life or death. 

There are also pensions city 
police officers would have lost 
if their department were shut 
down. Current officers took 
these positions with the reason¬ 
able expectation they could re¬ 
tire with full pensions after 20 
or 25 years of service. 

Health coverage for the of¬ 
ficers and their families is an 
issue as well. 

Another factor is if turn¬ 
ing over the city police to the 
county failed to be effective, it 
would be very expensive to re¬ 
open the city police department 
and quickly bring it up to the 
same level of proficiency. 

Would the city regret losing 
some fine, experienced officers 
whose department has garnered 
several state awards if it were to 
get rid of the city police depart¬ 
ment? 

Finally, many residents want 
a constant police presence and 
if deputies are spent too thin, 
would residents feel less safe? 

There is nothing wrong with 
trying to trim costs during these 
difficult economic times, but 
city officials, it appears, were 
wise to put off such a measure, 
at least until it has much more 
study.

The Council on Postsec¬ 
ondary Education and the 
state’s public colleges and 
universities have launched 
KnowHow2Transfer.org, a 
statewide transfer Web site 
that provides Kentucky Com¬ 
munity and Technical College 
students with a clear roadmap 
to transfer planning. 

“This Web site basically 
takes the guesswork out of 
transfer by showing students 
how their general education 
and pre-major courses will 
transfer and count as credit to 
any public four-year institution 
in Kentucky,” Council Presi¬ 
dent Bob King said. 

By taking only the courses 
they need, students will have a 
quicker time to degree, which 
will save them time and mon-

ey. 

“In an era of tight finances, 
we want to help Kentuckians 
obtain a higher level of learn¬ 
ing and training in the quickest, 
most efficient way possible, 
and this Web site is a new tool 
to help us with this goal,” Lt. 
Gov. Jerry Abramson said in a 
state news release. 

Last year, 8,707 students 
from the Kentucky Commu¬ 
nity and Technical College 
System transferred to either 
a public four-year institu¬ 
tion or an institution within 
the Association of Indepen¬ 
dent Kentucky Colleges and 
Universities. State and cam¬ 
pus officials hope to increase 
the number of students who 
transfer and graduate with a 
four-year degree as part of 
state efforts to raise four- 
year-degree attainment in 
Kentucky. 

The Web site is an out¬ 
growth of 2010 transfer legisla¬ 
tion known as House Bill 160, 
sponsored by state Rep. Carl 
Rollins. 

“The online availability of 
transfer information will allow 
our students and families to 
save money during the first two 
years of college and still have a 
clearly defined path to a bach¬ 
elor’s degree,” Rollins said in 
the news release. 

Students can use the Web 
site to develop a transfer 
plan, find institutional trans¬ 
fer scholarships and locate the 
transfer advisor at their chosen 
four-year institution. 

Another important feature 
is that students can view how 
their courses count toward 
degree programs in biology, 
business, social work, nurs¬ 
ing and elementary education. 
Campuses are working to load 
more degree programs in the 
system and will be doing so on 
a continual basis until all are 
added. 

State law requires key trans¬ 
fer developments to ease stu¬ 
dent transfer between institu¬ 
tions effective this fall.

No Violations By City Water, South Hopkins 
In State’s Annual Water Compliance Report 


Gasoline Prices 
Continue Fall 

Average retail gasoline prices in 
Kentucky have fallen 2.6 cents per 
gallon in the past week, averaging 
$3.40 Sunday. This compares with the 
national average that has fallen 3.2 
cents per gallon in the past week to 
$3.53 per gallon according to gasoline 
price Web site Kentucky GasPrices. 
com. 

Gas prices in Dawson Springs as of 
noon Tuesday were $3.45 per gallon, 
the same as one week ago. 

Including the change in gas prices 
in Kentucky during the past week, 
prices Sunday were 14.1 cents per 
gallon lower than on the same day 
one year ago and are 19.4 cents per 
gallon lower than a month ago. The 
national average has decreased 17.6 
cents per gallon during the past month 
and stands 12.6 cents per gallon lower 
than this day one year ago. 

“I have a sneaking suspicion that 
the election in Greece may stir up oil 
prices this week, and we could see 
oil prices gain as markets feel more 
upbeat about the economic situation,” 
said GasBuddy.com Senior Petroleum 
Analyst Patrick DeHaan. “While any 
gains in oil prices won’t likely be 
immediately felt, the debt situation in 
Europe bears keeping a close eye on 
as it has far reaching global implica¬ 
tions. Outside of that situation, West 
Coast wholesale gasoline prices are 
now among the lowest in the nation 
with California, Oregon and Wash¬ 
ington seeing their averages drop back 
under $4 a gallon, while the nation’s 
midsection may see prices rising in 
the week ahead.”

The annual compliance report 
on public water systems prepared 
by the Kentucky Division of Water 
indicates violations involving con¬ 
taminants and treatment dropped by 
257 from 2010 to 2011. The City 
Water and Sewer System and South 
Hopkins Water District had no viola¬ 
tions. 

The report, required by the federal 
Safe Drinking Water Act, lists Ken¬ 
tucky’s 461 public water systems and 
any violations imposed in the previ¬ 
ous calendar year. The report shows 
that maximum contaminant levels 
and treatment violations decreased 
from 116 in 2010 to 96 in 2011. 

“The majority of violations at 
Kentucky’s public water systems last 


year involved administrative infrac¬ 
tions rather than problems with 
water treatment,” said Julie Roney, 
coordinator of the DOW Drinking 
Water Program. “These results are 
encouraging as we work with public 
water systems to provide safe, reli¬ 
able drinking water for all Kentuck¬ 
ians.” 

Kentucky’s public water supply 
systems test on a regular basis for 
bacteria, nitrate and other inorganic 
chemicals, radiological elements and 
more than 100 industrial chemicals 
and pesticides. The results are moni¬ 
tored by DOW. A water system that 
exceeds the standard for a contami¬ 
nant is required to take corrective 
action and to notify its customers. 


Contaminant noncompliance is gen¬ 
erally a short-term situation, said 
Roney. 

“Once a violation is issued, treat¬ 
ment is usually adjusted very quick¬ 
ly, and most supplies soon return to 
the required ranges,” said Roney. 
“We do, however, take seriously the 
requirement of public water sys¬ 
tems to submit timely and accurate 
monitoring reports. This emphasis is 
reflected in the number of adminis¬ 
trative violations issued by the Divi¬ 
sion of Water in 2011.”

Blue Nation kids and families. And, 
unlike John Calipari Summer Stops, 
Joker’s Gameday Ready Tour price is 
right — it’s free. 

Why a fee for the latter and not the 
former? UK basketball is about sup¬ 
ply and demand economics, it sells. 
Football begs. 

National champions set market 
value, while SEC football bottom 
feeders get a backseat on the Playoff- 
bound Express. Still, much as Ala¬ 
bama and others cash in on Kentucky 
basketball, Wildcat football picks up 
an equal-share cashier’s check along¬ 
side king ’Bama and the rest. 

Joker’s tour starts this weekend, 
brings us to a Kentucky football 2012 
reality check. 

Nice man, Joker Phillips, prin¬ 
cipled and no-nonsense, a native son 


who caught 75 (mostly Bill Ransdell) 
passes for nearly a thousand yards 
and nine touchdowns in the 1980s. 
He waited for and earned a turn at the 
UK job. But nice in SEC football usu¬ 
ally means your name is high on the 
Hot Seat list. Nothing feeds the SEC 
bulldog better than winning. 

• This Gameday Ready Tour could 
be Joker’s last hurrah. Boss (Mitch) 
Barnhart has kept the dreaded vote of 
confidence in his quiver, but made it 
clear in early spring UK football has 
taken a step back, and he expects to 
see progress this fall. 

That’s AD code for, “We’ve got 
lots of tickets and parking and con¬ 
cessions to sell for seven home games 
... we’re charging fans Tuscaloosa- 
level prices ... and, come October (and 
Big Blue Madness), we cannot afford 
to see Commonwealth Stadium half 
dressed up as empty seats. 

Unsaid, but painfully obvious, 
Barnhart knows and savvy fans also 
know what SEC-quality talent and 
performance looks like and too sel¬ 
dom are tailgaters going home happy. 
(The lone recent exception was a 10-7 
win over the Vols). 

Progress? What does it mean? 

1. From get-go, Sept. 1 at Lou¬ 
isville, the Wildcats had better have 
their clock primed, wound perfect and 
on precision. Otherwise, the expect¬ 


ed-to-be-ranked and expecting to beat 
UK Cardinals will clean it amid jubi¬ 
lation and chants of Sweep tied to a 
Dec. 29 hoops date in Yum Center. 

For Big Blue Nation, the next Gov¬ 
ernor’s Cup is as important for Joker 
Phillips and his team as last year’s 
feel-good finale against Tennessee 
and is certainly the most important 
since the UK-U of L re-start in 1994. 
And, given SEC add-ons Texas A&M 
and Missouri, and Louisville’s flirta¬ 
tion to change leagues too, it may well 
be the last Governor’s Cup 

Next for Joker, the chain reaction 
thing. 

2. A U of L win would elevate 
Charlie Strong’s star to another galaxy 
and at the same time raise the decibel 
level on radio call-in show howls for 
his pal Joker’s head. It would be noise 
enough around UK to spawn puzzle¬ 
ment and low morale among players, 
bad mood and siege-think through 
coach offices and spoil focus for on 
field wars from the start. 

3. Momentum could dissolve into 
regroup-talk against Kent State and 
Western Kentucky instead of Big Mo 
ahead of another trip to the black hole 
in Gainesville. 

Another poor showing by the Wild¬ 
cats at the swamp could bring us, “So, 
how is Nerlens Noel looking these 
days?” 

4. Recruiting could spin into limbo 
and the word “transfer” rise in con¬ 
versation. 

Not a pretty sight is it? 


5. A wobbly season start at Ken¬ 
tucky would also fuel that other fan 
favorite, the rumor mill. “Who’s 
gonna be our next coach?” 

Four months ago a name spun into 
summer speculation seemed laugh¬ 
able since he had been sent packing 
from Fayetteville. The name Bobby 
Petrino seems less comic today. 

Petrino to Kentucky would be 
laughable if not for the common direc¬ 
tion being taken across college sports 
today — sell out to win at whatever 
the cost. “This is business, bay-bee!” 

The Petrino-to-Kentucky idea is 
ironic. 

When Petrino was blustering along 
the sidelines in Cardinal red coach¬ 
ing U of L in 2003-06, he was the 
unapologetic arch-villain who ran up 
a score against UK in its own stadium. 
He was the second most despised ball 
coach in the state for Kentucky fans. 
The first was his colleague, Rick 
Pitino. 

Times, they are changing. 

Stay tuned.

KENTUCKY AFIELD OUTDOORS 

Relive Childhood Memories; 
Go Fish From A Farm Pond

Anyone who’s been inside a 
tackle store, watched a fishing 
show on television, browsed 
a fishing magazine or studied 
their state’s annual fishing reg¬ 
ulatory guide surely encoun¬ 
tered the slogan “Take a Kid 
Fishing.” 

The meaning behind the slo¬ 
gan is a heartening message of 
introducing a youngster to the 
joy of spending time fishing. 
With hope, the youngster gets 
hooked into a lifetime of fish¬ 
ing and a time-honored way 
to reduce stress and increase 
enjoyment of life. 

Many anglers got fishing 
fever from sitting along the 
banks of a farm pond with 
fathers, mothers, aunts, uncles 
and grandparents, dangling 
redworms under bobbers to 
entice bluegill. In the late after¬ 
noon, the fish cleaning board 
appeared and bluegill fried in 
cornmeal made supper, along 
with potato chips, pork and 
beans and Dr. Pepper from a 
returnable bottle. 

As adults, our careers and 
families take precedence over 
all other considerations and 
those fond memories of simple 
times at the farm pond fade. A 
lot of us have lost contact with 
the landowners we knew grow¬ 
ing up who had great, rarely 
fished farm ponds on their land. 
You got spoiled fishing such 
waters. You didn’t need a boat 
to fish them well. The Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources operates 
the Fishing in Neighborhoods 
(FINs) program. This program 
brings great fishing at lakes 
across the state from Paducah 
to Kingdom Come State Park 
in Letcher County. 

The fisheries division of 


Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
heavily stocks these lakes with 
catfish in the spring and sum¬ 
mer, trout in fall, winter and 
spring and monitors the sunfish 
and largemouth bass popula¬ 
tions to ensure quality fishing. 
These lakes make great places 
to go fishing and rekindle old, 
good memories. Take along 
your kids, too. They’ll have 
as good a chance to catch a 
fish there as anywhere in Ken¬ 
tucky.

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BBB Alerts Students To 
Avoid Summer Job Scam 


Better Business Bureau is 
warning university and high 
school students looking for 
work this summer to be careful 
to avoid job scams. 

Many Internet and news¬ 
paper ads have postings that 
claim: “summer job, make 
$300 a day!” or “last year our 
employees made $10,000 over 
the summer.” 

Here are 10 tip-offs that 
the “employment opportunity” 
could be a scam: 

1. Big bucks for simple 
tasks. Watch out if they prom¬ 
ise to pay you a lot of money 
for jobs that don’t seem to 
require much effort or skill. If 
it sounds too good to be true; it 
might be a scam. 

2. Job offers out of nowhere 
from strangers. If they offer you 
a job without getting an appli¬ 
cation from you first, meeting 
you or doing an interview, it’s 
probably a scam. Don’t hand 
your personal employment 
information to such folk (espe¬ 
cially your Social Insurance 
Number!). That could lead to 
identity theft. 

3. Requests for up-front pay¬ 
ments. If someone wants you to 
make an advance payment to 
“get in” on the ground floor 
of a new business opportunity 
- especially if it’s a big invest¬ 
ment, or you don’t have much 
information about the deal — 
this is a big red flag. Don’t do 
it. “Advance fee scams” are 
very common and they come in 
many varieties. 

4. They ask you to wire the 
money. If you wire a payment 
to somebody, it’s gone forever. 
Wire transfers of money are a 
convenient and perfectly legiti¬ 
mate service. But scam artists 
often ask you to wire payments 
that they are requesting (espe¬ 
cially to destinations in other 
countries!) because they know 
you won’t be able to get your 
money back. 

5. High pressure to do it 
now. Don’t be in a hurry to 
accept an unsolicited offer of 
work, or to make a business 
investment, particularly if the 
other party is asking you to 
spend your money on the deal. 
Take your time. If somebody 
tries to convince you that this 
is a “limited time” offer and 
you have to act now, just tell 
them to forget it. Ignore any¬ 
body who pushes you to agree. 
High pressure is a big sign that 
something’s wrong. 

6. Refusal to give you full 
details in writing. Ask for com¬ 
plete information in writing. 
Request proof of any claims. 


Look carefully at any docu¬ 
mentation they might provide 
to make sure it answers all 
your questions. If they won’t 
give details, or don’t respond 
to questions, don’t do business 
with them. 

7. References are missing 
or a bit suspicious. A real busi¬ 
ness should be able to give you 
many professional references 
- not just a few. Be sure to ask 
for references and check them 
yourself. Don’t be swayed by 
a few written testimonials that 
sound fabulous. Even if the 
references seem good, don’t 
make your decision based on 
references alone. Do a careful 
back-ground check. For start¬ 
ers: try a web search on the 
company name and see what 
comes up. 

8. Contact information is 
missing or doesn’t make sense. 
Be very cautious if a company 
is trying to get you to accept a 
job or do business, but seems 
to lack any established physi¬ 
cal location with a real street 
address. A cell phone number 
and Web site address are not 
enough contact information. If 
there’s no street address, look 
out! (RO. boxes are not com¬ 
forting - scammers often rent 
them, and move on quickly.) If 
there is an address, it’s worth 
taking a moment to check it 
on the Internet. It’s common 
for phony operations to claim 
they are at an address that is 
not their true location. Use an 
online tool like Google Street 
View which shows photos of 
address locations. 

9. They want you to buy 
a bunch of expensive stuff. 
If they expect you to make a 
major purchase of equipment, 
software, inventory or infor¬ 
mation in order to get started 
in business, be careful. Often 
these are the most persuasive 
kinds of scams. It seems like it 
might be a real business oppor¬ 
tunity - but it’s not. Here’s 
what happens: the buyer makes 
the purchase and never receives 
the things needed to set up the 
business. You can avoid this 
situation! Check the business 
out completely before you send 
a dime. 

10. It’s got a bad rating with 
the BBB! Victims do complain 
to the BBB about work-at-home 
scams. It only takes minutes 
to check a company’s record 
with us at: www.bbb.org. Do 
the search, or call the BBB at 
1-800-388-2222 if you want 
help figuring out whether you 
are looking at a scam. It could 
save you a fortune. 


6 Hiring Kentucky Heroes’ 
Is Effort To Hire Veterans 


Gov. Steve Beshear 
announced a statewide effort to 
connect returning members of 
the National Guard, Reserve and 
other veterans with job openings 
in the commonwealth. 

Joined by military, veteran, 
workforce and business leaders 
at the annual state convention 
of Disabled American Veter¬ 
ans, the governor unveiled the 
Hiring Kentucky Heroes part¬ 
nership and web resource that 
will bring together veterans 
seeking jobs with employers 
needing workers. 

“After serving our country, 
many of these men and women 
return home to an uncertain 
future due to a tough job mar¬ 
ket,” Beshear said. “It is now 
our turn to serve them. We are 
calling on Kentucky’s employ¬ 
ers to consider veterans for 
available positions. Because 
these are disciplined and skilled 
workers who display pride, 
leadership and professionalism, 
hiring Kentucky heroes makes 
good business sense. It is also 
the right thing to do for our 
veterans and their families.” 

Hiring Kentucky Heroes is a 
partnership of the Education and 
Workforce Development Cabi¬ 
net’s Office of Employment and 
Training, the Kentucky Commit¬ 
tee for Employer Support of the 
Guard and Reserve (ESGR), the 
Kentucky National Guard, the 
U.S. Department of Labor’s Vet¬ 
erans’ Employment and Training 
Service, the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Veterans Affairs, the Ken¬ 
tucky Community and Technical 
College System, the Kentucky 
Cabinet for Economic Develop¬ 
ment, the Kentucky Chamber of 
Commerce, the Small Business 
Administration, the Kentucky 
Small Business Development 


Center and the Yellow Ribbon 
Reintegration Program. 

The partnership brings 
together expertise and resourc¬ 
es from each agency to focus 
on a statewide strategy to assist 
veterans and employers to 
accomplish their employment 
goals. The group is working to 
provide better access to training 
and education opportunities, 
state and national job banks, 
job fairs and hiring incentives. 

While Kentucky has many 
resources for veterans through the 
various agencies, Beshear said it’s 
time to bring those components 
together for collaboration and 
coordination on the shared goal. 

Originally designed to 
address a reported 25 percent 
unemployment rate for members 
of the Kentucky National Guard, 
the partnership was established 
this year to prepare veterans 
to find meaningful employment 
by capitalizing on their unique 
military education and training 
combined with acquired civilian 
works skills, physical abilities, 
demonstrated leadership and 
professional integrity. 

Due to efforts of the col¬ 
laboration, five employment 
assistance workshops have been 
conducted across the common¬ 
wealth. Participants receive three 
days of concentrated assistance 
in translating military occupa¬ 
tional skills and experience into 
marketable civilian skills, devel¬ 
oping their resumes and con¬ 
ducting practice job interviews. 
The course ends with a job fair 
where some participants are 
hired immediately. More than 
80 percent of participants report 
they have secured employment 
based on the training they have 
received. Four additional work¬ 
shops are scheduled this year.

The percentage play does not 
always succeed, and sometimes it 
can prove very costly. 

Consider this deal played in a 
World Bridge Olympiad match 
between Canada and the Unit¬ 
ed States. When the Canadians 
held the North-South cards, they 
reached seven spades on the 
sequence shown, and West led 
a heart, won by South with the 
nine. 

Declarer played the queen of 
spades at trick two and, after 
West followed with the deuce, 


had to make a critical decision. 
After giving full weight to all fac¬ 
tors — including East’s “unusual 
notrump” overcall promising 
length in hearts and clubs — South 
finessed the queen, lost to East’s 
singleton king and so went down 
one. Of course, had declarer gone 
up with the ace instead, he would 
have scored 2,210 points! 

South’s decision certainly 
can’t be faulted, since he made 
the play that was likely to win 
far more often than it would lose. 
Perhaps the finger of blame can 
be pointed more correctly at 
South for his decision to carry 
on to seven spades, rather than 
passing six. 

At the other table, the U.S. 
North-South pair stopped at 
six spades. West led the jack of 
clubs, ruffed by South. Taking no 
chances, declarer led the queen 
of spades to the ace, caught the 
king and so made the slam with 
an overtrick for a score of 1,460 
points. 

Ironically, the declarer who 
bid six made seven, while the 
declarer who bid seven made 
six.
